She asks for an 
absolute divorce, a money settlement 
and the sole custody of their 4-year-oll 
daughter, Virginia Harrison Drummond, 
The suit recalls a romance of childish at- 
tachment which suffered a break. Young 
Drummond then married another, but 
this match ended in divorce. Drummond 
again paid court to Miss Evora Meyer. 
his boyhood sweetheart, and they were 
married.

SENTENCE OF GOMPERS 
UPHELD BY HIGH COURT 


; Contempt Judginents Confirmed 


but Changes Are Maue in 
Terms. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—The_ con- 
tempt of court judgments against Sam- 
uel Gompers, Frank Morrison and John 
Mitchell, officials of the American Fed- 
etation of Labor, were sustained today 
by the Court of Appeals for the Districz 
of Columbia, which, howeyeér, revised 
the sentences to give Gompers 30 days’ 
imprisonment and fined Mitchell ani 
Morrison $500 each, with no jail term. 

The Chief Justice of the court, in 
@issenting, held that the entire judg- 
ment should be reversed. The lower

‘ eourt had sentenced Gompers to one 


year imprisonment, Mitchell nine months 
and Morrison six months, without op- 
tion of fine. 

All were convicted of violating a Court 
injunction in the noted Buck's stove and 
Tange case. 

An appeal from today’s pectin will 
be taken to the Supreme Court of t'e 
United States if attorneys for the labor 
leaders can find ground on. which to 
ask the highest court to review the 
judgment. 

On a previous appeal to the Supreme 
Court the judgment was dismissed. The 
contempt proceedings were brought ajl 
over again. In the previous action the 
Gecision of the court below, holding the 
men in contempt, was unanimous. 

The dissenting opinion of the Chie? 
Justice today will probably present one

SECRET DIVORCE DECREES 
ABOLISHED IN ENGLAND 


LONDON, May %.—An end was put 
today to the possibility of secret de- 
cisions in divorce and other suits in 
the United Kingdom. The step results 
from a judgment delivered by the House 
of Lords, sitting as the highest Court 
of Appeals. 

The Divorce Court had adjudged a 
Mrs. Scott guilty of contempt of court 
in circulating among her friends the 
report of a case heard “in camera,” in 
which she had been accused of infidel- 
ity, but had been vindicated. 

The Lord Chancellor’s opinion, in 
which the other law lords concurred, 
reverses the judgment for contempt of 
court. The Lord Chancellor declares: 

“Bvery court of justice In the land 1s 
open to every subject of the King. A 
court has no power ” sit otherwise 
then with open doors.’

Gems Believed to Belong to 
Miss Niedringhaus Are Taken 
From Pansy Bradshaw. 


13 UNCUT GEMS FOUND 


Imitation Earrings Believed to 
Have Been Prepared for 
Jewelry Store Swindle,

ing, and six diamonds, worth about $59 
each, were found in the hem of a dress 
which she wore when not masquerad- 
ing.

Wrapped in tissue paper in a closet 
in Pansy Bradshaw's room were found 
13 uncut diamonds. The detectives als« 
found a pair of imitation diamond ear- 
rings wrapped in a paper, on which was 
printed the price mark, $5835. 

It was learned that two men exani- 
ined a pair of $585 earrings at Friton’s 
jewelry store, Seventh and Pine streets, 
several days ago afid said they would 
return and buy them. The detectives 
believe the imitation gems were t» have 
been substituted for genuine ones in a 
jewelry store swindle. 

The jewels are believed to be those 
belonging to Miss Dorothy Niedring- 
haus, 79 Vandeventer place, daugh- 
ter of Thomas XK. Niedringhaus, 
which were stolen’. recently from 
a downtown repair shop, where Mian: 
Niedringhaus had left the bar _ pin, 
which then contained them.

The satisfaction of a healthy, long- 


drawn-out yawn is one luxury in-which 
Edward Riedel of 34099 McKean avenue, 
cannot indulge safely. He has tried it 
five times during the last four years and 
upon each occasion dislocated his jaw. 
His last attempt was Sunday. The re- 


sult is that he is in the city hospital 
suffering from a severe dislocation of 
the lower maxillary on the right side. 

Riedel, who is night watchman for 
Engine Conrpany No. 4 at 3623 Mag- 
nolia avenue, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday about his peculiar af- 
fliction. 

“The first time I dislocated my jaw 
was about four, years ago,’’ he said. 
“I went to yawn and when I got my 
mouth open F couldn't shut it. Four 
times since then I have had a similar 
experience. It has really become an- 
noying. 

“I went to a physician and he told me 
that I must not yawn under any circum- 
stances. Now, when I go to a picture 
show I have to be careful. After a per- 
son looks at the pictures for a while he 
usually gets drowsy. Well, here’s one 
person that doesn’t. 

“If I feel the least bit sleepy I im- 
mediately leave the show or hold my 
face in my hands so I can't open my 
mouth. Many an Interesting picture I've 
missed because I was afraid to take a 
chance with my face. 

"The worst part of the whole business 
is that I want to yawn all the time 
I don't notice such signs in other peo- 
ple. I suppose I want to gape just be- 
cause I can’t. The desire at times is 
almost. overpowering. It was that way 
Sunday, and before. I knew what had 
happened my mouth was open. and 
wouldn't go shut.”

WASHINGTON, May 5.—If reductions 
in wages of workingmen follow the en- 
actment of the Democratic tariff bill, 
the investigating powers of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, will be called in to 
establish whether the reductions are of 
a bona fide nature.

Archbishop Glennon, in a sermon at 
the New Cathedral Chapel, Sunday, de- 
nounced woman suffrage agitators as 
nuisances and parasites and compared 
modern dances to those indulged in by 
the ancient pagans in the Bacchanalian 
orgies. 

“Fond parents,” he said, “think these 
orgies and these suggestive dances will 
lead to matrimony. They do not. They 
lead to death.” 

The Archbishop, while not specifically 
mentioning cabaret shows or society 
dances, said that recent happenings in 
St. Louis, had shown a tendency to 


‘| revert to pagan ideals and to forget the 


sacredness of womanhood and feminine 
modesty. 
“May Devotions” Is Theme. 

The sermon’s theme was “May De- 
votions.”” In Catholic churches through- 
out the month of May there are special 
services in honor of the Virgin Mary. 
Too many of the faithful, the Arch- 
bishop said, are losing sight of the 
qualities which cause the memory of 
Mary to be revered. 

“In these modern days,’”’ he _ said, 
“mothers lead their daughters to the 
tents of Bacchus instead of to the 
shrine of Mary. They permit their chil- 
dren to attend dances presided over by 
Venus, the goddess of impure love.” 

“The true mother,” said the Archbish- 
op, with reference to suffragists, ‘‘should 
be queen in the home, and a queen she 
will be as long as she remains there. 
When she leaves her home to become 
more independent she invariably loses 
her queenly title and becomes instead 
a& mere nuisance or troublesome para- 
site.” 

Reverting to the modern tendencies, 
the Archbishop said: 

“Virtue is a very delicate flower from 
which, especially in the case of young 
women, it is easy to brush the bloom 
away. It is possible the flower will 
bloom, and its beauty remain. It is pos- 
sible and easiest when Mary is the 
model imitated, and, as with her, 
Christ’s sacred commands are fulfilled. 

“It is very doubtful if women today 
are not losing their real power by a 
larger place in public life. Mary was 
queen in her home, and she never left 
that home except to perform some act 
of hospitality or charity or to seek her 
Blessed Son.”’

President Wilson Also Delays 
Action on California’s Alien 
“Land Bill. 


COPY OF LAW RECEIVED 

Measure Which Awaits Gover- 

nor’s Signature Is Telegraphed 
to Chief Executive.

WASHINGTON, May § 5.—President 
Wilson today received, by telegraph a 
copy of the alien land bill which was 
passed by the California Legislature and 
is now awaiting Gov. Johnson‘s signa- 
ture. 

The President let it be known that the 
Federal administration would take no 
further step until Secretary Bryan re- 
turns Thursday with first-hand informa- 
tion. 

Mr. Wilson told callers that he had 
not yet received the formal protest of 
Japan and intimated that before May 13, 
the last day for Gov. Johnson to sign 
the bill, some expression might be ex- 
pected as to whether it would be in 
contravention of the treaty with Japan. 

In the absence of instructions to the 
contrary, Ambassador Chinda will not 
present Japan's formal protest until aft- 
ér Secretary Bryan returns. 

Meantime, the embassy will have op- 
portunity to acquaint the Tokio Foreign 
Office of the exact terms of the bill 
and of the conditions in California and 
in Washington. 

Experts Study Bill, 

Meanwhile the Government's legal ex- 
perts are studying the Webb bill in an 
effort to discover what may be a point 
of attack. 

Many officials here believe the law- 
yers of the California Legislature have 
succeeded in framing a bill that may 
successfully resist attack. upon the 
ground that it violates any provision 
of the treaty of 1911 between the United 
States and Japan. In that case Japan 
would need to rely upon general provi- 
sions of international law to obtain re- 
lief. 

Warship Order Explained. 

In apprehension that an effort might 
be made to connect with the present 
California situation the recent placing 
of orders for three dreadnaughts, the 
Japanese embassy officials today de- 
clared these vessels were appropriated 
for by the last Diet before the land 
legislation began in California, and that 
placing orders at this time was simply 
in execution of plans to cover a period 
of years in naval development. 

The joint board, which is composed 
of the highest technical officers of the 
army and navy, and is headed by Ad- 
miral Dewey, was in session today. Al- 
though it was a special meeting, it was 
stated that it had been in contemplation 
for some time,’ and was to have been 
called as soon as Major-General Wood 
returned from his Texas trip. ,

Johnson wil wait, as he says, ‘a 
reasonable time” for whatever protests 
the Government may make, after which 
he will sign the bill. 

He ig required by law to sign or veto 
all acts passed up to him by the Legis- 
lature within 10 days of final passage, 
provided the enacting body remains in 
session for’ that length of time, other- 
wise he has 30 days. 

It appears now that the Legislature 
will not adjourn until May or later, 
which would require the Governor to 
act on or befare Tuesday, May 13.

And now, what do you suppose this 
flower of fashion, this favorite of for- 
tune, was doing at 6 o’clock Saturday 
morning of this last most august week” 
Sleeping in her luxurious apartments at 
the Jefferson?

‘Up and to Market. 


She was up and going to market. 
Moreover, she was not going to market 
just on her own account, for Mrs. Black 
makes her home always at fashionable 
hotels. She was going on behalf of 
women not so highly favored as her- 
self, women who, indeed, have difficulty 
in making both ends meet. 
She was investigating, the market sit- 
vation in St. Louis for the purpose -of 
gathering data to aid in her own pet 
solution of the high-cost-of-living prob- 
lem.

made of markets elsewhere. 

The all-embracing conclusion which 
she arrived at this volume was that 
terminal markets, under municipal con- 
trol, may be made to save the consu- 
mer 45c on the dollar in a city such as 
New York. 

Mrs. Black’s Idea, 

The idea is to simplify the reception, 
sale and delivery of food supplies; to do 
away as far as possible, with the mid- 
dleman, and,to have in charge disinter- 
ested officials, whom the producer may 
trust to receive and care for goods 
shipped, insure proper refrigeration and 
sanitation; to see that the market is 
not overloaded nor monopolized and to 
answer queries about the local supply 
and demand. And one whom the con- 
sumer may trust in the matter of in- 
spection and regulation of price. 

It was upon her own initiative and at 
her own expense that Mrs. Black made 
a study of this subject abroad, but with 
the hope of impressing the City of New 
York with the need of rehabilitation of 
its markets. 

She has been rewarded by Mayor Gay- 
nor’s grateful attention, and in secing 
the wheels of government there moving 
ir. the direction o- a new market to ri- 
val the model one at Munich. 

What She Enjoys Most. 

Latterly, though, Mrs. Black says, she 
has come to enjoy nothing more than 
peering into fish stalls and meat refrig- 
erators, in examining garden truck anil! 
poultry and hobnobbing with farmers 
and housewlves - an early morning 
market. ‘ 

We visited Soulard, Biddle afd Union 
markets, the commission houses on 
Third and Fourth streets and a big fish 
market. 

Soulard, as you Know, is an open-a'(r 
municipal market. Certain stands are 
rented at 25c a day to hucksters, wh» 
back their wagons up to the pavement 
and spread their wares a given space 
on either side the walk. Farmers pay 
nothing for the privilege; in fact, are 
offered every inducement to bring their 
produce. Between 80 and 100 wagons 
were on the scene, but many had sold 
out and departed as early as 7 o’ciloct:. 
It was a lively square, on this bright 
May morning. 

All the languages peculiar to that 
neighborhood, going at full speed, ex- 
ceeded the speed limit when Mrs. Blac« 
in her Parisian clothes and New York 
air drove up in a taxicab. . She soon 
was fast friends with the fraus and 
the signoras, as well as the kinder and 
bambrinos."’

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MAN CHARGED WITH 
ATTEMPT TO ROB 


Harry B. Graham, Son of 
‘Change Member, Held in 
City Dispensary Ward. 


Harry B. Graham, college graduate 
and son of George L. Graham, a promi- 
nent member of the Merchants’ Ex- 


change, is a prisoner in the ctty dis- 
pensary inebriate ward, charged by the 
police with having wayla and at- 
tempted to rob Edward W. Swinhart, a 
painter, of 1102 North Park place, at 2 
a. m. Monday. 

Graham attempted to conceal] his iden- 
tity by saying he was Harry Murphy o*% 
4600 North Broadway. A memorandum 
book found near Broadway and Penrose 
street, after he had battled with Pa- 
trolman Charles Smith, gave the clew to 
his real name. Later he was identified 
by persons who had known him on 
‘Change in his more prosperous days. 

Three Men in Fight. | 

Patrolman Smith found three men) 
fighting in an alley near Broadway 
and Penrose street. One of the men, 
afterwards found to be Swinhart, was 
down, and the others, according to 
Smith’s report, were kicking him. 

When Smith entered the alley one 
of the men ran and escaped. Graham 
end the policeman fought. In_ the 
struggle the policeman’s club and cap 
were taken from him, and his uniform 
was torn. 

Graham ran north on Broadway. Pa-. 
trolman Smith followed him two blocks 
and captured him. 

Swinhart, who had made no attempt 
te escape, went to the station with 
Smith and his prisoner. He had been 
drinking, but said he would swear to a 
warrant charging Graham with having 
waylaid him, and with trying to rob 
him, 

Injureg on the Head. 

At the station Graham, after giving 
his name as Harry Murphy, refused to 
make a further statement. 

Sergt. Donegan and two patrolmen 
were sent out to find Smith’s club and 
cap. Near the mouth of the alley where 
the fight occurred they picked up a 
memorandum book in which was writ- 
ten: 

“My name is Harry B. Graham. If 
anything happens to me notify G. L. 
Graham, 300 Chamber of Commerce.”’ 

In the inebriate ward Monday morn- 
ing Graham’s head was found to be in- 
jured. A wound on his scalp was dressed 
by dispensary physicians. He said Pa- 
trolman Smith had struck him with his 
club, but Smith denied this. 

“It was just a three-cornered fight,’ 
gaid Graham. “I didn’t try to rob any- 
body. I think that fellow that got 
away was trying to rob me. I can’t fc- 
member just what happened. That po- 
licaman came running into the alley 
with his revolver drawn and I had to 
fight to keep from getting killed.” 


DRIVES HIS GOLF BALL 
THROUGH CAR; HOLE LOST 


Trolley Coaches Now Added to 
the List of Hazards on 
Course at Baltimore. 
BALTIMORE, May 5.—In a golf match 


ri between E. M. Talcott, Washington, and 


H. D. Smith, Glen Ridge, N. J., Talcott 
drove his ball through a passing trolley 
car. A double-tracked trolley line runs 
through the links. 

The window of the car was up on the 
near side; on the far side the sphere 
crashed through the glass and dropped 
on the track beyond. The ball came 
within a foot of the faces of ‘two pas- 
sengers, but no one was hurt.

ATHLETIC LIFE FATAL TO 
P. A. SORG, MILLIONAIRE 


Heart Disease Kills Horseman 
Who Won Fame On Two - 


Continents. 

NEW YORK, May 6.—Paul Arthur 
Sorg, a young multimillionaire famed on 
two continents as an expert whip, whose 
horses under his own handling have 
won him many trophies in America and 
England, died Sunday in his apartment 
at 10-14 East LEighty-seventh street. 
Death was caused by heart disease, due 
largely to the overactive athletic life he 
had always lived. 

Although his fortune was largely in- 
vested in the tobacco business, Sorg 
chose not to figure in the world of com- 
mercial affairs. 

Aside from his wide international ac- 
tivities as an amateur horseman, Sorg 
was seldom in the public eye When 
his father, Paul J. Sorg, died, Paul Ar- 
thur Sorg was one of three heirs to an 
estate said to be worth $30,000,000, all 
made in the manufacture of tobacco. It 
is believed the younger Sorg’s estate is 
much greater than his inherited wealth.

Congress to incorporate the $100,000,000 
Rockefeller foundation were assailed to- 
day by Senator Works, who declared 
them a “proposal to ‘farm out’ to John 


D. Rockefeller and his associates the 
right and power to educate the people 


of the country with money accumulated 


by criminal means.”’ 


_ Senator Works’ statement was made 


in connection with a speech he deliv- 
ered in the Senate today on trusts and 
combination, the existence of which he 
attributed to the high protective tariff 
policy. 

“The extent to which this may be 
carried out is practically unlimited,”’ ne 
said. ‘“‘The corporations and institu- 
tions of learning which may be estab- 
lished throughout the country in the 
hands of the people who will be sub- 
servient to the interests and views of 
Mr. Rockefeller and his associates are 
without number or limitation. 

“We do not want our chfidren to be 
taught the ways nor the methods of 
John D. Rockefeller or his kind, nor to 
be generous with ill-gotten gains, nor to 
touch, handle or profit by gold that 
should blister the fingers of the man 
who has accumulated it by extortion, 
oppression and crime, and is now at- 
tempting to rid himself of it by giving 
it away, nor to become the receivers 
of stolen goods in the name and under 
the guise of charity.”

CITY HAS POWER TD 
ABOLISH CROSSINGS 


Delegate Gazollo to Ask Legal 
Opinion of Status Under State 
Utilities Act. 


AUTHORITY TRANSFERRED 


Further Municipal Legislation on 
Subject Seriously Doubted by 
City Authorities. 


Delegate Gazzolo of the Fifth Ward 
will introduce at Tuesday night’s meet- 
ing of the House of Delegates a resolu- 
tion requesting City Counsellor Baird 
to advise the Municipal Assembly 
whether -the State Public Utilities Act, 
which became effective April 15, takes 
away from the city the power to abol- 
ish grade crossings. 

The recent Municipal Assembly passed 
ordinances for grade separation at 
Union avenue and Terminal Railroad 
tracks, Delmar avenue and Wabash 
tracks, and at the intersection of the 
Missouri Pacific and Frisco tracks, at 
Tower Grove Station... Other bills in 
course of preparation by the former 
Board of Public Improvements provided 
fot the elimination of grade crossings 
at Lindell and De Balivere avenues, 
Delmar avenue and Skinker road and 
Seventh and Poplar streets. 

The four crossings ordered abolished 
by ordinances will cost the railroads 
approximately $1,000,000, and the city, 
which has agreed to pay the consequen- 
tial damages, about $200,000. Whether 
the city can continue to legislate on 
this question, which, after years of ag- 
itation, appears to be on the way to 
rractical solution, is seriously doubted 
by the city authorities. 

Text of State Meastre. 

Paragraph 2 of section 50 of the State 
utilities law defines the commission’s 
powers over grade crossings as follows:

The Tower Grove crossing bill pro- 
vides that the tracks are to be depressed

vated 10 feet, giving a clearance of 22 
feet. The cost of constructing the via- 
duct is to be borne by the railroad coni- 
panies. The city is to assume conse- 
quential damages to contiguous prop- 
erty. The viaduct will be used by the 
Vandeventer and Southampton cars,

The third session of the Coroner's in- 
quest was set for today. More than 200 
employes of the company, many of them 
girls, were summoned for the inquest. 

Six suspects have been arrested in 
connection with the crime, but two of 
these have been released and two others 
are held as witnesses. 

Factory Superintendent Held. 

L. M. Frank, superintendent of the 
company, is the only one of the four 
against whom actual charges have been 
laid. There is no reais evidence in the 
possession of the police against him. 

Newt Lee, negro watchman at the fac- 
tory, who first gave the alarm, is be- 
lieved to know more about what hap- 
pened at the factory that night than he 
has divulged. The theory has been ad- 
vanced that the watchman was em- 
ployed by the real murderer to assist 
in disposing of the body, but that later 
~w -hecame frightened at his grewsome 
surroundings and gave the alarm. 

The girl was dead when found. A 
rope was tied around her neck and 
it appeared that she had been stran- 
gled. It is believed that she was first 
attacked and then choked to death. The 
girl’s body lay on the ground in tha 
darkest recess of the basement. Near 
it were two notes in different styles of 
handwriting. Both were incoherent ani 
threw little light on the tragedy. Hand- 
writing experts have advanced the 
opinion that Lee wrote both notes. 

The cellar had been the scene of a 
struggle. The girl’s garments were torn. 
There were scratches on her hands, and 
she had been struck on the head with a 
blunt instrument. The rope had been 
cut. One end had been fastened behind 
to a handkerchief knotted about the 
girl’s neck. The other piece had been 
secured to a beam above. The police 
are inclined to believe that the rope was 
fastened to the girl’s neck in an effort 
to suggest that she had hanged herself 
and the rope had parted. 

Negro Heard Woman Scream. 

A negro employed as night watchman 
in an adjoining building told the police 
that he had heard a woman scream 
about midnight, but that he thought it 
came from one of a company of drunk- 
en ropsterers, and paid no further :at- 
tention. 

An improvised cot was discovered in 
the cellar‘in which the body was found. 
Near the cot was the small footprint of 
a woman. 

Artnur Millinax, who was alleged to 
have been seen with the girl in the ear- 
ly evening, before the discovery of the 
body, was taken into custody early in 
the day. Lee was arrested at the scene 
of the crime. Suspicion did not point to 
Supt. Frank until the following day. J. 
M. Gantt, a street car conductor, known 
to have been a friend of the girl, also 
was arrested. All of these succeeded in 
establishing alibis with the exception 
of Frank and Lee. 


BREAD NEEDS BUT LITTLE 
KNEADING, SAYS EXPERT

Miss Wessling of Government 
Service Advises Letting the 
Yeast Do the Work. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Ameri- 
can housewife wastes much energy In 
making bread, according to Miss Han- 
nah Wessling, expert breadmaker for 
the Department of Agriculture.. Bread 
doesn’t neefl much kneading, she de- 
clares. Let the yeast do yuur work. 

Her method is: 

Take 12 ounces of flour for a one- 
pound loaf. Use one-fourth ounce °f 
sugar, one-fourth ounce of. salt and 10 
ounces of tepid water. Mix the yeast, 
salt and flour and then let them fer- 
ment for an hour instead of using them 
immediately after they ‘‘foam.’” Warm 
the flour and mix with the foam. Allow 
the mass to stand one hour. Don’t han- 
dle it. It does.not need much kneading. 
Mix it up and allow it to stand another 
4 minutes, when it is ready for. the 
molds. 

The entire process should be conduci- 
ed in a room where the temperature is 
from 8 to 8 degrees. Any warmer 
means sour bread and any cooler soggy 
bread. ;

It should not mag- 
nify too much the quality of an act which at 
best represents the views of only a small part of 
the Unted States. It should consider whether 
this is not a case in which an affront may be 
best resented by a course so bland and imper- 
turbable as to teach a lesson in neighborliness 
and courteous deference.

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MONTENEGRO AVERTS WAR.

A Principal on Teachers’ Promotion. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Letters have been appearing in your paper from 
time to time about the schools of this eity in 
which many things have been said that are far 
from true so far as the grade schools are con- 
cerned. 

The plan of promotion has been outlined by the 
superintendent in @ fair-minded, judicious way in 
your columns. It is the plan that has been long 
in operation in this city and that has given us 
the school development which is the admiration 
of the whole country. By this system the best 
teachers in the corps~have been found and ad- 
vanced as‘rapidly as openings have occurred. I 
dispute the assertion that teachers have been ad- 
vanced from motives of favoritism, or that promo- 
tlons have come to those who have not earned 
it by superior work in their classes. I assert that 
the best teachers—those most skillful in the work 
of the school room, have been advanced every time 
and all the time during the last two administra- 
tions. Concrete evidence alone would convince 
me that these statements are not true. 

A part of this promotion depends on the princf- 
pal. He is required to pass upon the success of 
his teachers three times a year and embody his 
conclusions in reports which are kept in the 
superintendent’s office, examined by his staff 
and brought before the Board of Education when 
its findings are needed by this body. He performs 
this duty faithfully and conscientiously. He reads 
this report to his teachers individually or tells 
them how he has marked them. He could not say 
unjust things or make unjust remarks and face 
the person so abused. I scorn the inference that 
a school principal is small enough to do such a 
thing. The assistant superintendent visits these 
teachers, sees thelr work and knows whether or 
not they are marked properly. In the marking 
of teachers the principal marks himself. If he 
is small, unfair, narrow, his career in these 
schools is neither long nor glorious. The prim- 
ary supervisor visits and marks the teachers of 
the first three grades. The supervisors of the 
special studies visit the teachers every three or 
four weeks. The superb teachers are found out 
by all these people and their success has many 
witnesses. It is not even remotely possible that 
a false judgment would stand when subjected to 
the opinion of so many fair-minded people. 

Chances for promotion in the grade schools are 
rare. Only three first assistants are allowed in a 
first-class school. First assistants rarely change 
schools and seldom marry. Teachers and prin- 
cipal understand this situation fully. The lists 
about which I know most have always contained 
from three to six names, though very few of them 
have been taken. The teachers had earned the 
promotion and ought to have had it but there 
were no places far them. Sometimes a teacher is 
carried on a principal's promotion list several 
years beforp a chance for promotion comes to her. 
Though a principal regrets to lose a valuable 
teacher, he never stands in her way when a chance 
comes to her. 

It has b said that the principal does not see 
much of thé" teachers’ work, that he only visits 
& teacher once or twice in a term and then for 
only 10 or 15 minutes. This statement is false— 
utterly, nonsensically false. It makes me believe 
that the writer has no knowledge of the workings 
of the St. Louls schools. I venture to say that 
there {s not a grade principal in this city that 
does not see each teacher every day and some- 
times several times a day. He knows what the 
teachers are doing and how they are doing it: he 
helps the teachers and he helps the pupils. How

LATEST OF WORLD WONDERS. 
From the Albany Journal. 

On or about May 1 the filling of the 
Sreat reservoir which has been con- 
structed in the Catskill Mountains to be 
an unfailing source of water supply for 
New York City will begin. An area 
nearly 13 miles square, in which were 
situated eight villages and many scat- 
tered habitations, will become the bed 
of an artificial lake whose estimated 
capacity is 132,000,000,000 gallons. 

Some of the inhabitants, reluctant to 
leave the localfty in which they have 
lived all their lives, have remained to 
the last possible moment, but the final 
order has been given, and they must 
hasten their departure. And the town 
which the city of New York built just 
outside the reservoir, to be a dwelling 
place for the thousands who were em- 
ployed in the construction of the reser- 
voir, will soon be deserted, since there 
is no way for its inhabitants to gain a 
livelihood in that region, now that the 
work for which they were brought there 
is finished. This town is a model little 
city. It has a sewerage system, a plant 
for the disposal of sewage, a water sys- 
tem, electric lights, telephones, fire and 
police departments, schools, a pogtoffice 
and even a bank. But it was not named, 
since it was destined to disappear in a 
comparatively short time.

Manager George Stovall, of the St. Louis Browns, 


has been indefinitely sus- 


pended for his conduct at Sportsman’s Park, Saturday afternoon in the Cleve- 
land game, when he pulled Umpire Ferguson's cap from his head and threw it 


on the ground, and followed it up. by spitting on 


his back was turned. 

Notification of Stovall’s suspension 
was received by him Sunday, from Ban 
Johnson, president of the league. Sto- 
vali declared Monday that he expected 
a still severer punishment for his lack 
of control. 

Stovali was banished from Saturday’s 
game, for protesting two strikes called 
en him by Wmpire Ferguson. 

Stovall protested on the first and 
turned to protest on tiie second. Be- 
fore ™any words could pass Ferguson 
had waved the manager to the bench. 
Stovall, furious at this treatment, 
snatched Ferguson’s hat from his heac 
and tossed it op the ground. 

He went to the bench, but when the 
inning wes over strolled over to first 
base and picked up his glove. On his 
yeturn to the bench, as he passed the 


’ umpire, he made a motion’ as though to 


expectorate on Ferguson’s coat. 
Stovall did not deny his act not did he 
condone it. 
“I lost my head,” he explained, Mon- 
day. “Of course nothing can be said 
in defense. I was provoked at what I

me. I expect the worst is yet to come, 
when Ban Johnson hands down his final 
ruling.’’ 

Johnson is awaiting the arrival of a 
letter from Ferguson, describing in de- 
tail exactly what happened. Then he 
will make known his final judgment in 
the matter. That it will be severe is 
certain; as° "Tift Hufst, “in umpire who 
pulled the same trick on player Eddie 
Collins, of the Philadelphia team, was 
barred from the league for the offense. 
President Hedges, after the game, said: 

“While the incident is deplorable, I 
can excuse Stovall for losing his head. I 
believe he was provoked beyond reason 
at the unjust rulings of the umpire. 1 
will stand by him as far as possible in 
this matter.” 

Fans in the stands cheered Stovall 
as he left the field, but it is probable 
that many of them were not aware of 
what actually passed between player 
and umpire. 

Stovall’s action is one of the few in- 
stances of this sort of rowdyism on 
the field, and is certain to draw down a 
penalty in proportion to the crime.

2.9 per cent, amounting to 949,000 acres. 
This is the smallest abandoned acreage 
ever reported and on the basis of area 
reported seeded last fall, leaves for har- 
vest this year $1,438,000 acres, the second 
largest acreage ever grown. The aver- 
age condition of the crop is 90.5, a de- 
cline of about one point during April, 
due to a lowering condition in Ohio Val- 
ley, Michigan and in California. Upon 
the present basis of figures the Govern- 
ment report, the present situation would 
indicate a crop of about 516,000,000 bu.
